DEFENSE DAY i. 

The War Department has set aside September 12 as Mobiliz 
ation or Defense Day. Governor Baxter, of Maine, protests agatnst 
the demonstration as flaunting our power in the face of the 
world at a time when the world is already peevish. ,He thinks , 
that is is enough to possess the power without making a show of 
it. ‘ ; 

He says: 2 

“Our secretary of state (Charles E. Hughes) is quoted as 
having said: ‘So far as we can see into the future, we are safe 
{rom the slightest danger of aggression. We know that in no 
power or possible combination of power lies any menace to our | 
security. There is no occasion to vindicate our proper authority, 
for no one challenges it.’ There is no reason to demonstrate our 
ability to take care of aurselves, for no one doubts it. 

“If the day ever comes when it again 1s necessary to de- 
fend this country, every red-blooded citizen ought to and will re- 
spond to the call, and the state of Maine, that sent 72,000 men 
into the Civil war 2000 into the Spanish war, and 32,000 into 
the World War, will not be found wanting.” 

But the governor misconstrues the purpose of , Defense Day. 
It was not designed as a vindication of our authority, nor as a 
threat against any. other nation, nor as a showing of teeth to the 
world. It is to be an inventory of our own readiness to defend 
ourselves in a possible righteous war. 

Maine, it is true, played a noble: part in the wars in which 
we have been engaged. But if we had had Defense Days before 
the Civil war, or before the World war, Maine perhaps would not 
have needed to send so many as 72,000 men to the one and 32,000 
to the other. And certainly more men from Maine would have 
returned to the Pine Tree State after each of those wars. 

The Davis acceptance speech is far from convincing. It 1s 
one of fault- finding which will get him nowhere. It is one of pro 
mises but he offers little of practical value that has not been or will 


not be undertaken by the present republican administration.— 
Philadelphia Inquirer. 


THE RICHMOND GOLF CLUB 


Five prominent citizens of Richmond, three of them members 
of the Board of Directors of the Chamber of Commerce, and all of 
them presumably interested in seeing their city given every possible 
bit of good publicity, have organized a new golf club. —

look down upon Richmond and our waterfront, called their club the 
BERKELEY COUNTRY CLUB, and got away with it. 

Several persons have said they will not join the new club 
unless the name Richmond is used, instead of a name that de- 
signates a strip of water between two highly developed pieces of 
mainland. 

' The publicity value of the new club, as a municipal asset, 
should not be overlooked by the gentlemen who are organizing the 
Carquinez Golf Club among Richmond people and with Richmond 
capital.
